Long before the end of the fin- 
ancial year 1940-41 and while the 
estimates for 1941-42 were in pre- 
paration {t became clear that the 
yield from the war taxes would 
be insufficient to cover the ever- 
growing war expenditure and in 
his budget speech on January 23, 
last the Honourable Mr, Butters 
announced that His Excellency 
the Officer Administering the 
Government had reconstituted the 
War Revenue Committee to re- 
examine and advise Government 
on the existing measures of War 
Taxation in the light of the 
Colony’s present financia] position 
and the actual receipts from the 
four taxes imposed by the War

The reconstituted War Revenue 
Committee presented {ts Report 
cn May 23 last. 
been laid on the Table of this 
Council and has been published as 
It 
is therefore available to all who 


, wish to read it and I do not pro- 


pose now to go Into the facts and 
principles which guided the Com- 
mittee in coming to Its conclu- 
sions and recommendations, 
which, as in the case of the orl- 
ginal Committee, were set out in 
a draft Bill. 


It is necessary to say, however, 
that the main recommendations 
involved, 


Firstly, a revision of the 
various clauses of the War Re- 
venue Ordinance of 1940 with a 
view to-adjusting the principal 
inequities In those Ordinances; 


Secondly, an increase in the 
allowances for a wife and child- 
ren made to those persons pay- 
ing Salaries Tax; 


Thirdly, a different basis for 
the assessment of the tax on 
profits made by those carrying 
on a trade profession or busi- 
ness, with a view to increasing 
the yield from this tax which 
had proved disappointing on 
the previous basis owing to the 
loopholes for evasion thereby 
afforded; 


Fourthly, a new .ax on the 
one broad source of unearned 
income hitherto untaxed, name- 
ly, an Interest Tax on certain 
classes of readily ascertainable 
interest arising in or accruing 
in the ‘Colony on debentures, 
mortgages, bills of sale and 
business loans; and 


Fifthly, the raising of the 
original basic rates of taxation 
from five ahd ten per cent. to 
six and twelve per cent. respec- 
tively. 

It was estimated by the Com- 
mittee that at basl¢ rates of five

ADVISED POSTPONEMENT 
“Tt had originally been the in- 
tention, on Mr, Forrest's recom- 
mendation, to bring the Ordinance 
into force on Dec. 17, but ch Dec. 
4 Mr. Forrest advised postpone- 
ment until Jan. 14 on the plea 
that he had not yet built up an 
effective machinery for the con- 
trol of tmmigration. To this re- 
quest His Excellency the, Officer 
Administering-the Government ac- 
ceded, minuting “It would be a 
mistake to start until the measure 
can operate effectively.”

When a system of control neces- 
sitates the completion of Jong and 


apparently complicated farms by 
unintelligent and Wliterate mem- 
bers of the community it is not 
surprising that, In ald of appli- 
cants for permits, there sprang up 
a multiplicity of agents who, for 
a consideration, held themselves 
out as able to obtain permits ex- 
peditiously and with the minimum 
of trouble to the applicant. With 
such a little gold mine in view it 
{s amly natural that many of these 
agents were found to be corrupt 
and !nefficient. ar that they should 
seek to cloak their inefficiency by 
attempting to bribe officers of the 
department ¢ 

The Immigration Officer had no 
otlon but to recognise the fact of 
these agencies. He went further, 
rightly, we think, and extended 
recognition to some while black- 
listing others. Troubles, however, 
still arose and Mr. Forrest was at 
his wits’ end for a solution. 


Mr. Kobza as from November 20 
had operated a photographic

An agreement having been, 
executed and a banking - account j 
having been opened by Mr. Kobza, 
the one provision of the agree- 
ment which imparted some mea- 
sure of financial conirol on the 
operations of the agent was by 
parol ‘agreement abrogated.
